‘YOUNG WOMAN SEEKS TO END 
| HER LIFE WITH ACID. 


Act at Long Beach Said to Follow 
Calling up of Englishman on Tele- 
phone—He Denies Any Connection 
With Matter—Desperate 
‘Life Saved by Prompt Measures. 


LONG BEACH. Jan. 16.—A sensa- 
tion Was created at the Long Beach 
Drug Company's store, corner of | 
Ocean avenue and Pine street, at 8 
o'clock tonight, when Miss Angie 
Ryan, aged 18, attempted to drink the 
contents of an ounce bottle of carbolic | 
acid, She had swallowed half of the 
poison, when Druggist Grant Stan- 
nard struck the bottle fro mher hand. 

The cause of the attempt at suicide 
is as yet a mystery. Miss Ryan came 
here a month ago from South Carolina 
with Mrs. Mattie Cheetham. Letters 
in her room indicate that she is the 
daughter of John Ryan of Fort Moul- 
trie. According to Mrs. Cheetham, 
Miss Ryan met an Englishman, J. W. 
Alexander, in Los Angeles, three weeks 
ago, and the two have been together 
a good deal since. Miss Ryan parted 
from Alexander, apparently in a huff, 
this afternoon, and at 7 o'clock called 
at the drug store and asked for car- 
bolic acid. Stannard noticed that she 
had been crying. and refused to sell 
it without a prescription. The young 
woman went away, but an hour later 
returned, the druggist said, and called 
up Alexander on the telephone. Stan- 
nard saw her suddenly rise and place 
a bottle to her lips. He sprang from 
behind the counter, knocked the bot- 
tle away. and seized Miss Ryan, who 
fought desperately. With assistance 
she was overpowered, and then Stan- 
nard poured about five ounces of al- 
cohol down her throat. Dr. Perce was 
summoned, and after he had adminis- 
tered emetics, the young woman was 
taken to her home on Atlantic avenue, 
At 10 o'clock she was pronounced out 
of danger.

Report of inspector-General Shows 
Gratifying State of Affairs—Mil- 
lien Dollars Disbursed. 
SOLDIERS’ HOME, Jan. 15.-—-Gov. 
Cochrane scanned today the annual 
report on national homes, as rendered 
by Col. W. T. Wood, inspector-general, 
.S. A., to the Secretary of War at 

Washington. 

The Pacitic branch is now the second 
largest of ten branches that constitute 
the National Home for D.V.8.. Gen- 
eral conditions very good,” is the rat- 
one of 
Which is the Patific branch. No words 
of praise could be more acceptable to 
the officers of this home. To appreciate 
their hmportance, it should be under- 
stood that the trained army officer is 
always accompanied by an expert ac- 
countant of the War Department in 
Washington, and is thus enabled to 
get at the bottom of financial condi- 
tions. He is most rigid in inquiry in 
all departments, including government 
and discipline. 

Since disbursement of funds is 
chiefly within Los Angeles county, 
here is an item of special interest to 
the public, as show ing the financial 
value of having ‘the Soldiers" Home 
here: Receipts for the year were $1,099,- 
267.43: disbursements amounted to §1.,- 
047,646.11. The aggregate pay of offi- 
cers, non-commissioned officers, mem- 
bers and civilians for the year, was 
$117,986.88. There were 519 members 
who worked and were on the schedule 
of pay during the year. Average pres- 
ent and absent during the year was 
3616 members. Average cost of mainte- 
nance per capita for the year, $171.08, 
at Pacific branch, as against $184.40, 
the average cost of the National Home 
composed of ten branches. 

A feature in the report which goes 
to show the advantages of Southern 
California climate, is the comparatively 
small death rate. The average per 1000 
at Pacific branch was 53.53, the lowest 
of any of the branches. The highest of 
all was 142.36,

Short Story Writer Acquitted of 
Murder Charge Will Build Novel 
on His Trial—Says Jury Vindicated 
His Act—Will Continue to Carry a 
Revolver. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 


NEW YORK, Jan. 16.—Thornion J. 
Hains, acquitted yesterday of complic- 
ity in the murder of William E. Annis, 
Was quoted today as saying that he 
“would willingly do it over again.” 

“If my brother, the major, here, got 
into treuble and needed me, I'd do the 
same thing.“ Hains is said to have 
added. 

Hains was asked whether, if after 
having been twice charged with mur- 
der, he would continue to carry a re- 
volver. 

“Certainly, I'll carry a gun,” he an- 
swered. “A man can't tell when he 
might have to use it.” 

“Being on trial for your life.” he 
added, “is like a game of poker; the 
accused gets in, holding a pair of 
deuces, and the prosecution holds three 
aces, It is all in the draw. I have 
been asked if the night before last, 
while the jury was out, was not the 
worst I ever spent. It was not by any 
means. I have spent nights on ship- 
board in storms that were much more 
nerve-racking. I was not worried that 
night about the jury. Quite early I got 
wo from a ‘cop’ who looked in the 
jury-room window, that the jury stood 
9 to 3 in my favor. But I would not 
have given a nickel for my chances 
when they went out. 

Hains spent today in rest at a local 
hotel with his father and mother, Gen. 
and Mrs. Peter C. Hains. As short-story 
writing is his profession, Hains says 
he will get to work immediately, that 
is, just as soon as he has completely 
recovered from the effects of his trial 
and imprisonment. His trial, it is 
said, he will make the basis of a novel 
on the “unwritten law,” conce 
which he is quoted as follows: 

“Do you know what stands out fore- 
most in my mind regarding my trial? 
This—the jury in acquitting me of 
criminal responsibility for the death 
of Annis has placed the ‘unwritten 
law’ high above the ‘written law’ of 
the State of New York. 

“I propose to devote much of my 
time in the immediate future to the 
writing of a series Of articles embody- 
ing that thougat. I intend also to write 
a novel having for its theme the ‘un- 
written law.“ 

“Clearly the jury vindicated the 
righteousness of the unwritten law 
by finding me not guilty. That must 
be obvious to every mind that has fol- 
lowed the testimony and grasped the 
significance of the verdict in corelation 
with the judge's charge. 

“Clearly also, if I am guiltless, my 
brother is guiltless. Should he now be 
tried there is no doubt in my mind 
that he will he acquitted.”

The oil flying out 
is caught by a sponge held in the 
other hand. When the sponge is sat 
urated {t is squeezed into a bowl. 
These workmen are very expert, work 
ing about twelve hours « day, and 
earn as high as 40 cents per day. 

“It is very evident that American 
labor and capital should not be asked 
to compete against labor working for 
40 cents per day without protection. 
We, therefore, ask for a tariff of 50 
cents per pound on lemon oil. The oil | 
we produce is a high-class oil, and | 
in recent tests, flavored more mate 
rial than the foreign. 

general mode of manufacturing 
citric acid js as followes: ' 

“The filtered lemon or lime juice is. 
heated to boiling, when calcium car- 
bonate is introduced, which combines 
with the citric acid, forming calcium | 
citrate. The spent juice’ is filtered 
from the calcium citrate. upon which. 
diluted sulphuric acid is run, which) 
forms a weak  citric-acid solution. | 
This solution is boiled down to crys-| 
tallizing point and run into lead tanks, | 
from which the crystals are taken, | 
washed, dried and boxed. 

“You will notice that the raw mate 
rial from which citric acid is manu 
factured, namely, lime and lemon 
juice, also calcium citrate, is shipped 
into this country duty free. Citric’ 


| acid is refined from these products in 


the United States. It is a similar) 
proposition for the planter in Cuba 
or Louisiana bolling down the juice 
from sugar cane and sending this 
product to the refinery to be fnished, 
and we are asking protection against 
this raw material. 

“The average wage of workmen 
preparing these articles in Sicily, is 
from the best information we can get, 
cents per day. 

“In placing a tariff of & cents per 
pound upon the raw material, it 
would be necessary to add S cents per 
pound to the present tariff on citric 
acid in order to protect manufactur- 
ers in the United States from the fin- 
ished product produced in foreign 
countries. 

“We are paying $5 per ton for cull 
lemons, which hardly pays the rancher 
for hauling them in. When the tariff 
asked for is granted, we will be able 
to offer $10 per ton, which will bring) 
a fair remuneration for culls. It will, 
also enable the ranc to send us a 
large amount of low-grade fruit which | 
is now sent to market and which 
never should go there. This would en- 
able us to increase our present capac- 
My many times over, and in our opin- 
fon get this industry on its feet and 
enable us eventually to s« ly this 
country with the lemon oll and citric 
acid it uses. Its affect on the lemon 
industry would be far-reaching and 
would make the lemon ranch profit- 
able and bring work to thousands of 
American citigsens.”

LEGAL FENCE. 


ARRIER AGAINST 
CROOKS NEEDED. 


INDETERMINATE SENTENCE ACT 
WOULD PROVIDE IT. 


Penalty of Life Imprisonment After 
Third Conviction Certain to Keep 
at Distance Most Dangerous Type 
of Offenders, Officiaig Believe. 
Law Works Successfully Elsewhere. 


— 


Alarmed by the wav of crime which 
has swept through Southern Califor- 
nia, this season, public officials will 
attempt to cause the passage of an 
‘indeterminate sentence” act, making 
Ine imprisonment the penalty after a 
t ira conviction. 

The officials take the ground that 
if California is to protect her citizens 
sne must adopt drastic measures. If 
the police are to reap the reward of 
ird labor, they must be protected by 
laws which will keep desperate crim- 
mals behind the bars. The indeter- 
minute sentence would keep many des- 
peradoés away from this section of 
t country. 

With the finest climate in the word, 
and with a very large percentage of 
wealthy people, Southern California is 
the goal of hundreds of criminals. 
Scores of crooks follow the race track, 
which California permits, and crim- 
inally-inclined hobos find the mild 
winters and chance of plunder irre-. 
sistible. 

There is also a class of criminals 
Los Angeles who work at trades. 
tut who take advantage of crime 
waves. When .«hway robberies and 
safe blowings become nightly occur- 
rences, the local men begin their dep- 
redations, knowing that these will be 
attributed to eastern crooks. 

If California wants to make a clean 
sweep of the criminal class, the Stdte 
must pass the indeterminate sentence 
act, officials say. At present, the 
courts are easy on offenders. 

In many CLtates the indeterminate 
sentence law is already operative, 
with great success. The most desper- 
ate and dangerous of the crooks are 
te men who have served several sen- 
tences. If these fellows know that 
they run a chance of life imprison- 
ment in uw certain State, they avoid 
Reg aman would a smallpox hos- 
pita 

The board of pardons has been too 
ready to release fellows of the worst 
type from the penitentiary, so the 
authorities think. It is necessa for 
the lice to keep a close watch on 
these’ men, because it has been often 
proven that they eventually return to 
evil ways. 


HERE INVESTIGATING MINES. 


Jules Hunebelle, registering from 
Paris, is one of the late arrivals at the 
Angelus.

INVALIDATES 
BOND ELECTION. 


State Constitution Requires 
Secrecy at Polls. 
Lawyers to Take Cases to the 
Highest Courts. 
School Management Got Into 
Deep Legal H ole. 


Careful investigation of the school 
bond election by attorneys who have 
been asked to pass on the validity of 
the bonds has led to the conclusion 
that the school law under which the 
notorious “wide-open” election was 
held, is unconstitutional. 80 ¢ertain 
are the attorneys of this, that suits 


question will be carried to the highest 
courts for interpretation. 


preserved.” 
what zt says, that any method of elec- 
tion may be adopted providing 
serves secrecy. 

That secrecy was not observed; that 
it was not intended to be, and that the 


machine used its wide-open opportu- 
nity as a club over. voters who opposed 


and submit to public voting. 

There was no provision for secrecy 
and no pretense of secrecy. The dou- 
ble ballot method completely prevented 

secrecy. One ballot was taken and 
the other left. Moreover, all the well- 
known paraphernalia of the secret 
and legal bailot were absent from the 
polling places. 

The law ander which the school 
bond election was held was passed in 
1872. As the Constitution was amend- 
ed to include the provision for the pres- 
ervation of secrecy in 1896, it is the 
conterition of able attorneys that the 
method provided by the old law has 
been in contravention of the. Constitu- 
tion ever since. For the law provides 


nothing in its method that preserves 


secrecy. It is held that any valid elec- 
tion law must have pro n for a 
secret ballot or the absence of it vit 
ates the entire lan- the Constitu- 
tion declares, in effect, that secrecy is 
the essence of the 8 method of vet- 
ing. 


WIDE-OPEN ‘POLLS. 

That voters could not vote with 
secrecy is known by all who voted 
at the bond election. One man came 
to the Police Station on the day of 
the election complaining that, — — 
he had marked his ballot and hand 
it to the election officer, that —- 
crened it and 1 looked to see 
how it was marked. A protest that he 
had no right to do this was met by 
the remark: 

“The school election laws do not for- 
bid looking at your ballot.” 

, AUDGE'S OPINION. 

Former Judge J. IL. Brady. No. 825 
Golden avenue, who pays taxes on a 
quarter of a million of property, tells 
the story of how the election was con- 
ducted without the simplest safeguard 
to secrecy. Judge Golden has been an 
attorney for over thirty years, and 
has served on the bench. On the day 
of election he was in doubt as to 
where to vote, and he called up the 
school management.

The did not bear the name 
of his father and grandfather as might 
expected, but comes down to us as Edgar Allan 
The authorities do not mention any relationship 
tween the child and his indulgent benefactor, so we 
are left in doubt as to how the poet got his “given” 
names.

The man stands before the world after a dred 
years to be judged on his personal merits and de- 
merits gained in a short life of thirty-eight years, if 
Allibone is correct, and of forty, according to the 
Literary Digest and other authorities. 

The Baltimore merchant sent the boy to a school 
near London, and in 1822 placed him in the Uni- 
versity of Virginia, quite famous among our higher 
schools, since it was founded through the instru- 
mentality of Thomas Jefferson. Poe's career at 
school attracted attention. He is set down as hav- 
ing won distinction “as a scholar, athlete and 
debauchee.” He was expelled from college and 
crossed the seas, following in Lord Byron's foot- 
steps to ald the Greeks to gain their freedom. 
The American minister had to interfere to ship the 
reckless youth back to his native land. Mr. Allan 
took renewed interest in Poe and got him entered 
at West Point with intent to make him a soldier, as 
was his grandfather. Not proving amenable to 
army discipline, he was soon back in Baltimore to 
seek further indulgence on the part of his guardian. 
He proved as incorrigible under the domestic roof- 
tree as at the seats of learning and was cast off 
by Mr, Allan. 

Poe had already made his bow to the public as a 

in a poetical pamphlet containing “A! Aaraaf, 

amerlane and Minor Poems,” which appeared in 

1829, when the writer was only 20, aceording to the 
date assumed here as correct. . 

For twenty more years Edgar Allan Poe trod 
alternately the “primrose path” of life and walked 
in the shadows and sorrow. His main 
occupation was that of editor of various magazines 
or writer for them, from the Southern Literary 
Messenger to the New York Literary World. He 
wrote for Burton’s Gentleman's Magazine, Godey’s 
Lady's Book, and various others. He married his 
own cousin, Virginia Clemm, some time about 1835, 
and made various other attempts at matrimony be- 
tween the time of her death ten years after their 
marriage and his own departure hence. 

Poe began to compose verses about his tenth year, 
and continued to write prose and verse up to al- 
most the hour of his death. His work could not 
fail to attract attention. “The Gold Bug” won a

prize of $100, and today would be worth ten times 


as much to any magazine. He is best known to us, 
and will so continue to all coming ages, by his short 
stories, like this and “A Manuscript Found in a 
Bottle,” with others published under the title of 
“Tales of the Grotesque and Arabesque.” Later 
came “The Descent Into the Maelstrom,” “The 
Premature Burial,” “The Purloined Letter,” “The 
Murders of the Rue Morgue” and “The Mystery of 
Marie Roget.” 

But of all his productions the one most familiar 
to the world is the famous “Raven.” Severe critics 
tell us this is not a high class of poetry. Some 
writers inform us that it is not poetry at all. It 
is easy to try to imitate this weird tale, but so far 
no one has made a counterfeit that would deceive 
a high school girl, or a rustic who had once heard 
the story of the “Lost Lenore.” The mind that 
gave this gloomy but lurid picture of despair to 
the world was not entirely sane, perhaps. But 
madness with such a method, if not absolute genius, 
treads so close to the border land between the two 
conditions of mind that experts may well differ in 
their verdict. “The Bells” is fascinating, but falls 
away below the spell of the black “bird or devil” 
that croaks from the “bust of Pallas, just above” 
the “chamber door.” 

Poe's tales reveal a wealth of imagination riot- 
ous but brilliant which well may be compared to 
that of the elder Dumas. There is this difference.

“sternep stuff” so necessary to good public servants 
as well as to the ambitious. He says the State au- 
thorities run the Labor Bureau for purely political 
purposes. They made the commissioner redistrict 
the State—gerrymander it to suit the Democratic 
administration. The commissioner is given power 
to appoint his assistants, but this was taken out of 
his hands by Gov. Johnson's private secretary, who 
made the appointments. One of these, a “non- 
partisan” promoter of John A. Johnson's boom for 
the Presidency, by name, E. J. Lynch, is charged 
by Mr. Williams as follows: | 

“The assistant labor commissioner was absent 
from his duties at the State Capitol building from 
twelve to fourteen weeks, traveling over the United 
States in the interest of a Presidential candidate 
and drawing his salary from the State of Minnesota 
all the time.”

ALUE OF PEACE TO ASIA. . 
In the year 1907 the United 
goeds in Asia which cost §250,000,000. This coun 
try sold Asiatic cities goods which amounted to a 
value of $144,000,000. We then paid Asiatics for 
doing work for us a net sum of $106,000,000. They 
have the best of the bargain. Moreover, exports 
from Asia are growing more rapidly than imports 
to Asia. So the ledger is more and more in favor of 
the people of Asia. 

This is attributed to the fall in the price of sil- 
ver, that being the chief money metal of the Orient. 
A bag of rice or a box of tea sells for twice as 
much in silver as when that metal was worth by 
weight one-sixteenth as much as gold. If we set- 
tle our bills in gold, the orientals take that metal 
and buy twice as much silver as if the metals were 
at the old percentage of value. This gives the 
Orient twice as much money as formerly, and 
abundant money makes for more activity in busi- 
ness. Under this stimulus and the awakening of 
the oriental mind, many goods are made in Asia 
which formerly were imported, and many more are 
made for export. 

It is very important that the Asiatic people 
should get a clear view of all this. So long as 
peace reigns between them and the United States 
80 long shall we go on paying them $100,000,000 a 
year, increasing year by year, for goods we buy 
there in excess of goods we sell them. Should a 
war break out our markets would be shut off from 
the people of the Orient and they would suffer 
from bad times. Then there would be the war debt 
to be paid, raising taxation higher than now and 
making life harder.

date of transfer; the amount of its 
assets and liabilities, and the names 
and places of its residence of its offi- 
cers, and such other matters required 
by law, or by order of the Corporation 
Commission. 
railroad company, or other public serv- 
ice corporation, shall hold at least one 
meeting annually in this State, public 
notice of which shall be given thirty 
days previously, and the president or 
superintendent of every railroad com- 
pany and other public service corpo- 
ration organized or doing business in 
this State, under the laws of this State, 
or the authority thereof, shall report 
annually under oath, and make such 
other reports as may be required by 
law or order of the Corporation Com- 
mission, to said commission, their acts 
and doings, which report shall include 
such matters relating to railroads and 
other public service corporations as 
may be prescribed by law. The Legis- 
jature shall pass all necessary laws en- 
forcing, by suitable penalties, all the 
provisions of this section. 

“No public service corporation, or 
the lessees, purchasers or managers 
thereof, shall consolidate the stock, 
property or franchises of such corpo- 
ration with, or lease or purchase the 
works or franchises of. or in any way 
control any other public service corpo- 
ration, owning or having under its 
control a parallel or competing line, 
nor shall any officer of such corpora- 
tion act as an officer of any other 
corporation owning or controlling a 
Parallel or competing line. Neither 
shall any railroad company, transpor- 
tation company or transmission com- 
pany organized under the laws of this 
State, consolidate by private or judi- 
cial sale, or otherwise, with any rail- 
road company, transportation com- 
pany or transmission company organ- 
ized under the laws of any other State, 
or of the United States. No rallroad, 
transportation, transmission or other 
public service corporation in existence 
at the time of the adoption of this Con- 
stitution shall have the benefit of any 
future Jegisiation, except on condition 
of complete acceptance of all the pro- 
visions of this Constitution, applicable 
to railroads, transportaion comanies, 
transmission companies and other pub- 
lic setvice corporations; provided, that 
nothing herein shall be construed as 
validating any charter, which may be 
invalid, or waiving any of the condi- 
tions contained in any charter. ; 

“No railroad hereafter constructed 
in this State shall pass within a dis- 
tance of four miles of any county seat 
without passing through the same and 
establishing and maintaining a depot 
therein, unless prevented by natural 
obstacies such as streams, hilis or 
mountains; provided, such town or its 
citizens shall grant the right of way 
through its limits and sufficient ground 
for ordinary depot purposes.” 

The first Legislature subsequent to 
Statehood, named laws carrying into 
effect the provisions of the Constitu- 
tion, foflowing the same drastic style 
of the Constit: ition, if not more severe 
and offensive. 

ITS EFFECTS FELT. 

The effect was the instantaneous 
suspension of construction, and cur- 
tallment ¢f improvement, by all of the 
railroads entering the State, and today 
not a dollar ‘s being spent in new or 
reconstruction work in Oklahoma. 
Every improvement has stopped and 
the development of the State retarded 
in a manner at will be felt for the 
next half a century. 

President Ripley of the Santa Fé, in 
a recent communication replying to a 
request from commercial bodies of 
Oklahoma that construction be con- 
tinued, stated emphatically that not 
another dollar will be spent in Okla- 
homa on new work until the Constitu- 
tion is amended, and the objectionable 
laws repealed. He demands a fair deal 
and the guarantee of the safety of in- 
vestment. More railroads are of vital 
necessity to the development of the 
vast mineral deposits of that State. 
The raliroads stand ready to build 
these lines, under fair and just laws, 
but the politicians have put up the 
bars and development is at a standstill, 
and for the first time in its history, the 
Santa Fé. one of the roads which has 
spent millions in railroad extension in 
Oklahoma, notwithstanding surveys 
fare already completed for «vera hun- 
dred miles of branches, has on hand no 
plans for a future extension of its lines 
in that State 

Hundreds of miles of additional 
track would be in operation in Okla- 
homa today, had it not been for the 
half-cocked action of radicals. who 
saddied upon the taxpayers of that 
State an experiment of State contro) 
of public corporations, which, however 
well conceived, has proven disastrous 
in its actual operation and places Okla- 
homa in a wrong light defore the 
world.

The second scene takes place in the 
office: Arnold has confessed all, after 
guarding his theft for six weeks. 
Thursfield is aghast, but instantly in- 
sists on paying it from the £5000 of 
his own, which represent the savings 
of his life thus far: insists that his 
colleague keep silence, that Arnold 
shall not be disgraced, and the truth 
of the matter never reach the ears of 
the chief, Sir Henry. It will be a im- 
ple matter—merely a shifting of ac- 
counts. His friend protests that it {ts 
his plain duty to report it to the hief. 
“O, yes,” says Thursfield, one's duty 
is always very plain and urgent when 
it Is someone else who must suffer” 
And when the other still expostulates 
that it is preposturous to thus sacrt-

It is easy to see, by the foregoing 
Segregation, that subjects and occa- 
sions to call forth Southern oratory 
were by no means lacking; and, since 
popular oratory has always been 4 
trustworthy index to the opinions and 
ideals of the public from which it 
emanates, the present volume cannot 
help but reveal the logic of events in 
the recent history of the South-—the 
viewpoint. the spirit and the ideals of 
the people. 

As the compiler says, it would be 
impossible to include in a single vol- 
ume, or in several volumes, all of the 
Principal speeches of the South. oF 
even speeches from the prominent 
Orators of the South. Prof. Shurter’s 
Selection, however, is a little unique. 
Apparently he has not ai to com-

It escapes the 
classification of the quotidian mystery 
book, because its methods of develop- 
ment do not follow in the hackneyed 
track. There is no literary merit to 
the tale; it makes no such pretensions, 
I think; it is simply a clever, work- 
maniike piece of fiction by a popular 
union writer, who, to judge from his 
writings, works by the clock, draws 
his stipend and forgets his vocation 
until the next work day.

Read it and enjoy it. Then feel 
ashamed of yourself for wasting your 
time with such trifies.

CHAPTERS OF OPERA. 


He Edward 
Krehbiel. Henry Holt 1 York. 
(Price pet.) 


Ry far most importent contr:- 
bution to the musical literature of the 
past year, as well as the most tirpor- 
tant work of Mr. Krehbiel, is ‘Chapters 
of Opera.” The season of 1907-08 was 
the quarter-centtry mark of the Met. 
ropolitan Operahouse in New York, 
end through all that time Mr. Kreh- 
bie was the reviewer of musical affairs 
fer the New York Tribune. As he sa /s 
in his preface: 

have been a witness of the vicis- 
situdes through which the ‘nstitution 
has passed in a quarter century, and 


hind covering the material hereir em- 
bodied with the authority and accu- 
racy of Mr. Krehbiel. 

The first seven chapters tell of the 
cariiest operatic performances in New 
York. These chapters are the direct) 
result of personal research into the 
eontemporaneous chronicles, and the 
Suthor’s unusual knowledge of them 
enables him to give an accurate ac- 
count of New York's lyric drama up 
to 1883, the year that marked the open 
Ing of the Metropolitan Operahouse. 
In these chapters he begins with the 
Introduction of the Italian opera it 
New York, the Engiish Ballad Operas 
end Adaptations from French and 
Italian works. We are given a valuable 
eccount of the famous John Street 
Theater, the first home of Italian 
opera. 

Leaving the opera homes of hat pe- 
rold, which included the Bowery Tho- 
eter, Niblo’s and Castle Gardens. he 
introduces us to the early impresarios 
end singers, Da Ponte, Montressor 
Signorina Pedrotti and Fornassari. Of 
an usual interest is his recountal of the 
fret Italian opera, “Il Barbiere di 
Siviglia.” Here we get a little gossip 
of the singers—the account of Maria 
Garcia's unfortunate marriage, and 
of Lorenzo de Ponte’s Hebraic origin 
and checkered career. Then came the 
building of Palmo's and the Astor 
Place, which also marked the advent 
of the Patti family. In the fifth chap- 
ter Mr. Krehbiel presents us with 
some humorous anecdotes of Ma« 
Maretsek and a descriptior of hie ri- 
vals and his singers. The famous and 
diplomatic Col. James H. Mapleson 
ix given many pages, in which we nav3 
a very vivid word portrait of him. Of 
no little interest is the description of 
nis persuagiveness, and the story of 
row he borrowed money from an irat+ 
creditor. 

We now come to that important 
advent in musical history, the opening 
of the Metropolitan Operahouse, and 
the account of the first quarter-cen- 
tury of its existence ig a brilliant and 
interesting piece of writing taken d- 
rectly from Mr. Krehbiel's personal 
observation. The new operahouse is 
carefully described, and the war be- 
tween the Metropolitan and the Acad- 
emy of Music is related with a gentle 
humor which is charming. Operatic 
warfare existed in those old days just 
as it does today, and for the musical 
historian there is plenty of events and 
incidents to relate arising from the 
rivalries and animosities of s!ngers.

This was 
when Lillian Nordica made her Amer- 
wan debut and when German opera 
was first introduced at the Metropol- 
Kan. Mr. Krehbiel tells how Abbey's 
first disastrous Italian season was fol- 
lowed by seven seasons of German 
opera under Leopold Damrosch and 
Stanton. We get an excellent picture 
of Anton Schott, the military 1 
who called forth Von Buelow’s charac- 
terization, “A tenor is a disease.“ 

Of no little interest Is the first sea- 
son of German opera at the Metropoll- 
tan. The Italian opera at the academy 
was in its death strogeles, and was 
shortly eclipsed by the German. 
Among the first German  perform- 
ances were Tannhauser, Beethoven's 
“Der Freischuts,” in wh Marianne 
Brandt starred, ‘““Masanie! and “Die 
Walkure.” It was at this juncture 
that the famous Doctor Damrosch died. 

The remarkable history of the rise 
and fall of the German opera at the 
Metropolitan is told with a very ¢ym- 
pathetic and partisan attitude. Mr. 
Krehbiel saw great possibilities in the 
German opera, and a great many of 
them were verified. The failure of the 
German opera is accounted for in the 
following quotation from page 207: 

“To understand the story of the over- 
throw of German opera managed by 
the owners of the operahouse, and the 
reversion to the system which had 
proved disastrous at the beginning 
and was fated to prove disastrous 
again, it is well to bear the fact in 
mind that instability was, is, and al- 
ways will be an element in the culti- 
vation of opera so long as it remains 
an exotic: that is, until it becomes a 
national expression in art, using the 
vernacular and giving utterance to na- 
tional ideals. The fickleness of the 
public taste, the popular craving for 
sensation, the egotism and rapacity of 
the artists, the lack of high purpose 
in the promoters, the domination of 
fashion instead of love for art, the 
lack of real artistic culture—all these 
things have stood from the beginning, 
as they will stand, in the way of @ 
permanent foundation of opera in New 
York.”

ROMAN ART OF 
ETRUSCAN ORIGIN. 


By Hector Allicott, 

(Of the University of Seuthern California.) 

Students of art will be deeply inter- 
ested in the recent discovery by Prof. 
Hempi of Stanford University, who ha« 
succeeded in finding the key to the 
Etruscan inscriptions He will doubt- 
less now be able to unlock the mystery 
of the origin of Roman civilization. 

In a lecture recently delivered by me 
at the University of Southern Cal 
fornia I pointed out the curious fact 
that all of the architectural sculpture 
and pottery unearthed on the Palatine 
Mount and Esquiline Hill, belonging 
to the period of the Seven Kings 
whose reigns preceded that of the re- 
pudlie- was Etruscan in character. 
The objects are found in such numbers, 
and were of such nature as to preclude 
the possibility of their having been 
brought there from some distant place. 
It is evident that they were executed 
on the spot where found, and had been 
long used by the Inhabitants. Why, 
therefore, should this art of anctent 
Rome be Etruscan in character unless 
the rst settlers upon the Palatine 
Mount were of Etruscan origin?

From whence did Romulus and his 
companions come? This question would 
seem to have been answered by these 
archaeological discoveries, and will 
doubtiess be confirmed by Prof. Hem- 
pi’s investigations, Either they came 
to the Palatine Mount by way of the 
sea, or migrated there from neighbor- 
ing settlements. The ancient Romans 
were not a seafaring people. All their 
early efforts at conquest by water 
were unsuccessful. They must, there- 
fore, have come to the strategic Mounts 


of original Rome from the lowlands of 


the South, and there intrenched them- 
selves against the attacks of the war- 


on the American continent an am- 
ple of this segregation from the parent 
stock in the migration of the Utes 
southward, separating themselves from 
the great Sioux nation of the Dakotas.

No 
lands present more attractive color- 
ing than ours and none a more varied 
A landscape, from the sands where the 
ocean waves break to the mountain 
crag crowned with a growth of giant 
pines or capped with ‘everlasting 
snows. The course of our streams, the 
contour of our plains, and all, are 
quite as attractive as any land in any 
part of the globe.

Good Reads Are Coming. 

Very shortly after this article shal 
ha appeared in print, the work of 
building a system of good roads 
throughout the county of Los Angeles 
will be under way.

This 
should be a township affair and each 
township would do well to confer with 
the Supervisor of the district, get to- 
gether with others and make plans 
for the expenditure of the road funds 
in such a way as to aid in this very 
desirable work. If a few good cross 
réads are built in this way it will not 
be long until the farmers right and left 
from these will see the advantage of 
making thelr den roads as good as 
possible, In this way by general effort 
and mutual cotiperation we shall soon 
have Los Angeles county grid-ironed 
with good réads.

Cost of Government Printing. 

A union-labor tempest has been 
started at Washington by the plan 
contained in the Senate amendment to 
the census bill to take from the gov- 
ernment printing office the printing of 
the next census, should the director 
of census decide that the work could 
be fone more cheaply elsewhere. 

The government printing office is 
now under full union domination, and 
the highest prices are paid the em- 
ployés of the establishment. Speaking 
of the amendment Senator McCumber 
Saye it was adopted by the commit- 
tee after listening carefully to evi- 
dence on the subject at the hearings. 
It was brought out that the govern- 
ment printing office had been far be- 
hind the scheduled time set for pub- 
lishing a former census. It was also 
sald that the estimates submitted by 
the public printer for such work were 


Im excess of estimates submitted by 


private firms. 

In order that the census should be 
printed on time and that the work 
should cost the government as little 
as possible it was decided that the di- 
rector of the census should have the 
power to have the census, or such 
part of it as he thought necessary, 
printed if offices other than the gov- 
ernment printing office. 

Senator McCumber was asked why 
the government printing office, which 
Was supposed to be the most pe 
shop of its kind, could be underbid by 
private concerns. Senator McCumber 
said that he could not give an expert 
opinion on this subject, but that he 
understood the length of the working 
day and the fact that it was possible 


to get more work out of employés for |r 


the same salaries in private offices 
had considerable to do with it.

UBLIN, Jan. 32-—-No country is 
richer in antiquarian relics than 
Ireland, and in no country have 
they been more neglected; but this 
reproach is now being removed by the 
Commissioners of Public Works for Ire- 
land, who were empowered a few years 
ago to take charge of ancient and his- 
toric buildings and monuments wher- 
ever it was possible to obtain contro! 
of them. Since then much good work 
has been done, and the commissioners 
have just iss a report’ dealing with 
some of the principal relics under their 
Perhaps the most interesting of these 
is the Grianan, or palace, of Aileach, 
tm County Donegal, about seven miles 
Derry. It was for centuries the 


chief seat of the ancient northern | 


kings of Ireland, and when one re- avenged in 1599, nearly 500 years after, 


sembers the number of times that it 
has been “demolished” one wonders 
‘that one stone is left on another. 

re is still a good deal of it left, 
vrever, and the Commissioners have 
festored it to something like its for- 
mer proportions, being careful to pre- 
serve its ancient character and to use 
‘enly the ancient material. 

The Grianan stands on the summit 
of a hill about 800 feet high. From 4 
military point of view no position 
could be better, for the only approach 
is a narrow road between two ledges 
ot rock where half a dozen men could 
hold an army in check. When the com- 
Missioners took charge of it, they 
found that a large part of the wall on 
one side had fallen down to within 
five or n feet of the ground. Its 
original height was about seventeen 
feet and this has been built up again 
with the old stones which were lying 
heaped about. The palace was roughly 


etreular in shape, measuring about 
seventy-seven feet in diameter from 
east to weet, and seventy-six from

Its final demolition appears to have 
taken place in 1101, When Murtogh 
O’Brien, King of Munster, led a great 
army into Inishowen and attacked Al- 
each, in revenge for the destruction of 
his own palace at Cenncora, which had 
been razed twenty years before by 
Domnall O’Lochlain, who then reigned 
at Alleach. Murtogh commanded his 
soldiers to take a stone back to Lim- 
erick for every bag of provisions they 
brought, and there seems to be no rec- 
ord of the Grianan being rebuilt after 
that. The sack of Aileach was 


when the O'Donnell of that day rav- 
aged Clare and destroyed the town of 
Ennis. 

Another extremely interesting old 
building which has come. into the 
handsof the commissioners is the Cis- 
tercian Abbey at the village of Grey 
Abbey, County Downs, near Belfast. 
It ie one of the most extensive eccles- 
jastical ruins in the three kingdoms, 
but it has suffered much at the hands 
of vandals. The walls of the presbytery 
remained at their original height, but 
only a few feet of the walis of the 
north and south transepts were stand- 
ing. and some of the conventual build- 
ings were indicated only by mounds. 

The local farmers had carried away 
large quantities of stone for building 
their own houses and for fences, and 
the “restorers” who roofed the nave 
in 1778 to enable it to be used as a 
parish church also did a great deal 
of damage. The commissioners, how- 
ever, have restored the masonry wher- 
ever possible and have strengthened 
that still standing so that a visitor to 
the abbey now can gain a clear idea 
of what it looked ke in the height 
of its prosperity.

is conjectured that it was erected on 
the site of an earlier Irish church and 


in the new ‘structure. 

After the dissaqjution of the monas- 
teries in 1537 the place was deserted 
and in 15438 it was certified that all 
the monks had left it. In 1572 it was 
burnt by Sir Brian O'Neill lest it 
should afford shelter to the English 
colonists who attempted to occupy the 
abbey under a grant by Queen Eliza- 
beth to Sir Thomas Smith, giving him 
the country “if be could take it.” 
Another splendid eccleciastical mon- 
ument which the commissioners have 
taken charge of is the famous Rock of 
Cashel which not only includes a mag- 
nificent ancient cathedral but also the 
finest specimen of the ancient Irish 
round tower in existence. 

There is no doubt that the Rock is 


one of the earliest ecciesiastical 
foundations in Ireland. It is in the 
townland of St. Patrick's Rock and 


while there is no trace of the original 
church it is thought that the round 
tower was an adjunct to it. The 
earliest record concerning the place 
states that it was fortified early in the 
fifth century by the King of Munster 
and that from that time it took the 
name of Cashel, from the stone fort 
which he erected there. The earliest 
ecclesiastical record mentions Cormac, 
son of Guilennain, a prince who was 
also Bishop of Cashel, who was born 
in 831 and was slain in battle in 903. 
It is certain, however, that the church 
had attained cathedral rank long be- 
fore that. 

Next in chronological order to the 
tower is Cormac’s chapel. which is a 
beautiful little Romanesque church in 
fine repair and one of the most per- 
fect specimens of this period of arahi- 
tecture in existence. It was built in 
1127 by Cermac McCarthy, King of 
Desmond and Bishop of Cashel. The 
interior of the chapel and of the ca- 
thedral itself are richly ornamented 
with sculptures and carvings and 
there are traces of elaborate paintings. 

The cathedral was burnt in 1495 by 
Gerald, Earl of Kildare, who was 
called before the King to account for 
his vandalism. He satisfied his royal 
master by explaining that he thought 
the archbishop of Cashel, against 
— he had an old grudge, was in- 
side. 

It was taken in 1647 by Cromweliian 
soldiers under Lord Inchiquin, and 
was, of course, dismantied by them. It 
was left in a ruinous condition until 
1688, when it was partially repaired, 
and in 1729 it was restored as a cathe- 
Aral. In 1749, however, it was again 
abandoned, as a new building had been 
erected, but it has been kept in fair 
condition by the ecclesiastical commis- 
sioners, who have just turned it over 
to the Contmissioners of Public Works.

EXPANSION. 


EVELOPMENTS 
IN SOUTH END. 


BIG GROWTH ALONG MAIN AND 
MONETA AVENUES. 


Streets Being Widened to Hundred 
Feet for Distance of Several Miles. 
Many Homes Under Constraction 
Throughout Section—Store and 
Apartment Buildings, Too. 


Little has been said recently of the 
developments in the south end of the 
city, the real estate men of that sec- 
tion seeming to have preferred to re- 
main silent. They have kept on doing 
business, however, throughout the 
summer months. Building. and street 
improvements have been going in at 
a lively rate throughout the Main- 
street and Moneta-avenue sections, On 
almost every street there are one or 
two new houses being erected and 
real estate agents state that there are 
very few empty houses in the district. 

Moneta avenue, from the junction 
with Main street, has been building up 
rapidly with modern one and two-story 
store and apartment, or flat buildings, 
the frequent car service furnishing one 
of the attractions for le working 
in the city, to live in this section. 

Street improvements — Ma in 
— and Moneta avenue are going 

on apace, all arrangements having 
been made for the immediate widening 
of the street. Work already has been 
on widening the short, narrow 
strefch on Main street to 100 feet, and 
the same width wil! be maintained 
throughout the length of Moneta 
avenue. All new buildings are now set 
back ten feet from the present side- 
walk line, and those jutting out will 
either be moved back or shaved off. 

Rentals are high, comparatively 
speaking, in the section, four and five- 
room flats, with modern conveniences, 
bringing $25 to 30 a month. Cottages 
of five rooms are easily rented at $25 
a month. There are a number of flat 
houses being built. Frame is the con- 
struction, but all contain modern con- 
veniences, and all rent readily. 

Many people are buying houses on 
the small monthly payment plan, hav- 
ing moved from locations nearer town, 
where they were renting. 

Several good saler have been made 
recently. The northwest corner of 
Moneta avenue and Forty-fifth street, 
120x135 feet, was sold to A. G. Aiken 
for $10,000. He is having plans pre- 
pared for a two-story store and flat 
building. This will be of brick and 
heavy frame, and will cost about §29,- 
000. It will have thirty apartments 
on the second floor, and six storerooms 
on the street level, He will build a 
amall cottage on Forty-fifth street, in 
the rear of the building. 

The southwest corner of Forty-sev- 
enth street and Moneta avenue, 135x50/ 
‘feet, was sold recently to a local in- 
westor for $4000. It will improved 
with a modern store building soon. 

A 100-foot building is being erected 
on the east side of Moneta avenue, be- 
tween Forty-third street and Forty- 
third Place, which will contain four 
stores, with apartments above. It 
will‘ cost $10,000. G. D. Streeter of 
Santa Ana is building a two-story 
store and apartment building on the 
west side of Moneta avenue, just south 
of Forty-sixth street, at a cost of N22.

PLOWING. BY MOTOR. 

When the ground for the big addi- 
tion to the Packard factory was 
broken last week a Packard truck, to 
which a plow was attached by means 
of a heavy log chain, was used to 
plow up the earth removed for the 
foundations. This novel plan was so 
successful that the ditch around the 
bullamg site was hollowed out by 
motor-car power, - 

The work was done with motor with 
the triple purpose of testing trucks, 
giving the occasion a little extraordi- 
nary ceremony, and performing nec- 
essary work. 3 

After the hard clay of the ball 
| ground had been plowed, scrapers 
were attached to the trucks and the 
dirt carried away by this unusual 
motive power. 

The present Packard factory is 
nearly six times as large as the orig- 
inal plant erected in Detroit in the 
tall of 1903. At that time it contained 
100,000 square feet of floor space, 
which, by successive additions, has 
been increased to nearly 600,000 square 
feet, or more than fourteen acres. 
There are now employed 2700 men in 
the manufacture of 1909 motor cars. 
The Packard concern will manufac- 
ture many Vehicles this „ear.

PROMPT DELIVERY. 

The Adams Company was one of the 
first advocates of motor wagons.

The trucks 
are carefully looked over by experts 
when they are in the garage, so that 
they are not likely to be sent into 
service in any other than first-class 
condition.

FELL HALF A MILE. 


Remarkable Escape from Death of 
Twe Balloonistse in the Ger- 
man Races. 


{The Pathfinder:] How would you 
like to be up in a balloon, 3000 feet 
above the earth, and have the gas 
bag burst? That would mean a fall 
for you of a little over half a mile, 
and probably you wouldn't live to. tell 
your experiences to others. However, 
such accidents have occurred, and the 
balloonists have escaped unhurt. At 
the recent international balloon races 
in Germany the American balloon, 
manned by Forbes and Post, burst at 
a height of 2900 feet, and neither of 
the men was hurt. Forbes tells of 
the experience in the New York Sun 
as follows: 

“We didn’t think much of the acci- 
dent while it was ning —there 
was no time for that. had just re- 
arked to Post how well the balloon

we fell. Post and I were worried about 
hitting the people below. I remember 
we warned each other about that. But 
in those crowded two minutes we did 
not have time to worry about our- 
selves. 

“After some mighty speedy work I 
got the ropes into shape. Underneath 
I saw an apartment-nouse. it seemed 
to be coming right up from the earth 
to meet us, and it was coming fast. 1 
never shall forget Post as he was then 
the coolest man I ever saw. 
he got sight of that mansard reof com- 
ing up to us he reached over and sal. 
‘Good-by, old man.” We shook hand 
and that’s all there was to it. Then 
we struck. 
went crashing through the roof of that 
apartment-house, tiles, lathing, plas- 
tering, and all, and we found our- 
selves unceremoniously entering

TIRE PRESSURE GAUGE. 


Hiram Maxim Gives Sage Advice on 


Matter of Tire Upkeep—Urges 
Proper inflation. 

According to Hiram Percy Maxim. 

autoists do not keep their tires proper- 
ly inflated. He is of the opinion that 
the cause of much of the trouble is 
due to the fact that tires are not given 
sufficient alr pressure. 

In a recently-written article Maxim 
shows just how improper inflation is 
responsible for the majority of tire 
troubles. 

“Outwardly,” he writes, there is lit- 
tle difference between tires inflated, one 
to thirty pounds, another to fifty 
pounds, and another to ninety pounds, 
which is the proper pressure for the 
size indicated. 

“A tire insufficiently inflated and 
passing over even slight obstacles is 
bent or depressed at an angle which 
quickly -causes a rupture in its fab- 
ric; whereas the properly inflated tir- 
is depressed scarcely at all, pre ting 
the strongest possjble resisting sur- 
face. 

“The uninformed or the careless au- 
tomoblie user blames the tire, when 
the fault is insufficient air pressure 
and nothing else. He may try all kinds 
but he finds the results the same.“ 

Maxim concludes: “The only way 
properly to inflate a tire is to measure 
what pressure is actually in the tire.” 

It has not, in the past, always beer. 
convenient for the automobile user to 
make use of a tire pressure gauge. 
The earlier gauges were bulky, neon 
venient and costly. They were ndt 
available for use when needed, espe- 
clally when on the road. Nor were 
they at all to be depended upon as to 
accuracy. 

Ordinarily the automobile user 
guesses at his tire pressure, and almost 
invariably the pressure is too small. 
His tires. 
book suffer accordingly. 

C. R. Twitchell of this city has in- 
vented a smal! pressure gauge which 
can be applied easily, and which is 
small enough to carry about conveni- 
ently.
